The provincial government have notices 
oat at last for the sale of tewn lots, and to 


help the poor prospector, they ure only ask: 
ing $100 for corner lote and $75 for other 
lots, that being the upset price. The gov- 
ernment made a big misiake by not getting 
theen lots on the market 3 months; ago as 
many parties then came in bere with the 
intention of building and going into busi- 
ness, but they left, diegusted with the local 
officials of the government, 

Lemon & Hume have a party of men at 
work on a log building, which they will 
have completed in 10 day«. Denny & 
Devine are closing out their stock, as they 
have not « suitable builaing in which to 
do business during the winter. 


Hall Bros, are packing out on an aver- 
age 5,000 pounds of ore per day froin their 
Silver King claim for shipment of Ana- 
condy, Montana. Of course it goes out by 
way of the Northern Pucific. The ore 
averages $340 in silver tothe ton. G. B 
Wright will employ about 20 men this 
winter on hie different claims. 


The miners think Mr. Anderson, the 
recorder, should have his headquarters in 
Stauley. and not out in the bush a imile 
distant, The government should at once 
build a wagon road trom Sproat’s landing 
to Stanley, adista. » of about 26 miles.

The McMurdo District, 

In a period of 8 years the MeMardo dis- 
tmct as a qvartz cauip inay eclipse any- 
thing on the Pacific slop». [ do not say 
this to unnecessarily boom the country, 
but from a practical knowledge gained 
from extensive travel and years of experi- 
ence across the border. Her extensive de- 
posits and hivhr-grade ores, combined 
with natural facilities and unlimited re- 
sources of timber and water suitable for 
milling purposes, easily announces this 
from eurface indications; but the develop- 
ment of the past season, small though it 
was, proves veyond 4 doubt that the belt 
is rich and lies close to the surface, in fact 
the pay shoots lie under the loose earth 
and vegetation. The foundation being 
slate and granite, gives no evidence of the 
mineral pinching out, but indicates the 
belt of true fissures. ‘loday each prospect 
hole can show a dump of from 4 to 10 tons 
ot first-class ore, and the shoots growing 
darger with depth. The veins are casily 
traced for miles. On 2 of taem 16 loca- 
tions have been made already--8 upon 
each--and they still keep on their course 
into a large tract of country as yet unex- 
plored. ‘Taking this as a basis, there is 
no apparent reason why capital should not 
find its way into the camp within the next 
year, unless it be the present uncertainty 
of receivir; a fully guaranteed title to pro- 
perty; but, happily, a large portion of this 
belt lies outside the railway belt, and it is 
to be hoped that this difficulty will soon 
be settled satwfactorily between the pro- 
vince aud Dowinion. 

It is easily accessible from any point on 
the Columbia 10 miles above Golden, and 
the distance dovs not exceed 25 miles from 
the bank of the river; nor is there any un- 
surmountable obstacles to the building of 
a wagon road, or to connecting it by a 
branch of the main line of the €. P. R. 
Considerable credit is due to Mr. McCabe 
for his untiring efforts to open up the 
‘country, and the service he rendered the 
district within the last 3 months cannot 
be appreciated beyond its veluc. 

With the above prospects in the Mc- 
Murdo country, and the success of the ailu- 
vial fieids ot Porcupine and reports from 
Wild and Perry creek, the future of 
Kootenay district is unparalleled within 
the province, and in the near future ehe 
will be the chief source of revenue for the 
goyernmeut. With this in view the neces 
sity of constructing a wagon road into the 
quartz belt should be brought before the 
government, It would help the speedy 
development of the country, and be of 
more benefit than the erection of the pro- 
posed smelter, at the preseut age of her 
mining enterprises,—Donald Truth,

WANTED A STOCK ASSOCIATIUN, 

A Stock Association is badly needed 
in the Calgary district. ‘Ihe onty exist- 
ing association in Alberta, may be doing 
good work in iis own district, Macleod ; 
but it is practicaily useless so far as thr 
Calgary district ia concered, Reports a» 
to the stealing 0! horses and cattie from 
ranges in this vicinity have heen alto- 
gether too numerous of late. We do not 
pretend to say that an association with 
alert inevectors could completely puta 
stop to this surtof thing; but it could 
easily restrict this dishonesty. Cattle 
are now being driven off, and brands in 
some cases changed. ‘The Mounted 
Police are doing their best and doing it 
well; but they cannot be expected to al- 
tend to matters which frequently require 
the technical knowledge possessed only 
by experienced live stock men, A mat- 
ter which properly comes within the 
scope ot alive stock association is the 
question of trespass. I'requent com 
plaints are made by ranchers of trespass 
on their leases, At the present time 4 
whole herd of foreign horses is ronning 
on the Bow River Horse Ranch lease, 
and in spite of the protests of the lesers, 
This is not an isolated case by amy meanx 
as the Tanchers whose leases have bee 
invaded, have not cared to go to thr 
trouble and expense of protecting thei: 
grazing lands and trespass has becom: 
quite & popular practice amongst even 
reputable live stock men, ‘That thi 
practive should be puta stop to belue 
things yet any sorse than they are aiust 
be admitted by anybodv who has an 


sense of justice about him, for a range 
lease should be just as secur 
from trespuss as a@& barn — yard. 


It is evident that while individual ranch- 
era are unable to preserve their ranges 
from trespass, if they were banded 
together jn an association they 
could easily protect themselves, 

An important adjunct of such an as- 
gociation as we suggest would be a brand 
registry effice at Calgary, The present 
system requiring the brands to be 
registered at Mucleod is very un- 
satistactory. It takes months for a 
rancher in the neighborhood of Calgar: 
to register & brand now, while it is al 
most impossible for him to make en- 

uiries as to brands etc., with any satis- 
factory result, 

All ot our ranchers must be decided as 
te the great necessity that existe fora 
live stock association at Calgary and if 
somebody will only give a project for 
its organization, a start, the ase ciation 
would soon be an accoinplished tact.

PLEURO-PNEUMONIA ACROSS ‘THE 

LUNES, 

The United States is not ao free from 
Pleuro-pneumonia as the gentlemen who 
claim that there is no excuse for the 
strict quarantine ar the lines, would have 
us believe. The Denver, Colorado, News, 
in an article seyerely critizing the pre 
sent agencies being used to prevent the 
spread of the disease says :~~ 

“Failing in ite efforts to secure wise 
and efficient legislation, the Consolidated 
Cattle Grower's Association still had the 
influence to get an appropriation of half 
a million dollars two years in succession, 
which has ina measure furnished the 
means to keep pleuro-pneumonia in 
check, Doubtless the coming session 
will take steps to secure a law and the 
necessary funds torid the country of a 
plague that, should it get across the 
Mississippi, might pass beyond the con- 
trol of any human effort. ‘This is @ con 
stant peril to immense interests and it 
calls for summary treatment, 

“The dread disease is known to exists 
in seyen States on the Atlantic coast and 
to have again crossed the Alleghenies, 
and the chief business of the well-paid

seoms to be to deny its existence any- 
where and to deceive the public in re 
gard to the matter, The News has fre- 
quently printed the facts as to the dan- 
ger and cost in losses to eastern farmers, 
knowing how much it concerned cattle 
growers in the Rocky Mountain country, 
Such facts are constantly appearing in 
the rs and their sigvificance ht 
not neglected, The last numbor 
of the Kansas City Live Stock Indicator 
says: “There is @ great alarm in Aug- 
laize County, Ohio among the cattle- 


owners over the appearance of pleuro- 
pbeumonia among hale stock. Several 
weeks age a herd of cattle was brought 
from sheiby County, and it was from

placed by the State authorities on all the 
herds to prevent the spread of the dis- 
ease.” 


Similar complaints are being made by 
all the leading stock papers of the 
Unirved States, They point out that the 
steps being taken to prevent the spread 
of the disease are inefficient, that i: is 
rapidly spreading westward and that 
there is nothing t) prevent, considerig

zovernment would consent te have the 
cattle interests of Canada placed in the 
same dangerous condition as their own,

NOT A VERY ENTICING PROSPECT, 

Some of the American cattlemen are 
stili persevering with their agitation to 
“eompell” the Dominion government to 
abolish the quarantine against American 
cattle. In their agitation they still lay 
most stress upon the advantage the 
\inerican cattle trade would obtain by 
che abolition of the quarantine throush 
having the Canadian route of shipment 
thrown open to it. The agitators are 
gradually, however, giving more at- 
tention to the advantage the American 
cattlemen would obtain) by having the 
conges of Alberta thrown open to them, 
Chey argue that by allowing American 
sattle into Alberta, Canada would reap 
nore benefit than anybody else —thit the 
ain would be ours, not theirs Un- 
‘ortunately for this argument, loud com- 

lnints as to the failure of the practice 
of opening the ranges to 
are being made in several of the great 
crazing states The New Mexico Stock 
Growers’ Journal of a recent date pub-

Aa itis with New Mexico, so would it 
soon be with Alberta if the American 
cattlemen were given a ticket of leave 
to allow their cattle to prey upon our 
grazing lands. ‘lhe cattlemen of eastern 
Colorado, by overcrowding, have “earen 
ut” their grazing lands and are trying 
todu the same with the already over- 
stocked ranges of New Mexico, threa en- 
ing ruination to the local industry. The 
Movtana cattlemen by overcrowding, 
have also “eaten out’ vast districts of 
their best grazing lands and they want 
to veta chance to do the same with 
our ranges, They have no stake in this 
country and it would be ‘eaten out’ 
from one end to the other in a few years. 

The policy of the American rancher it 
tokeep as many cattle grazing as can 
get a living, no matter what damage is 
done the country. He expects in this 
way tomake a fortune in three or four 
years, and what difference is it to him if 
he has permanently ruined mlles of 
grazing land, eo long as he bas his bar’! 
of money as an equivalent for the grass 
it formerly grew? 

If we do not want to find ourselves in 
a much worse position than the New 
Mexico rancher, we shall have to resist 
with all our might the efforts now being 
made to throw our ranges open to the 
depredations of foreign cattle, The 
prospect of being in the same position 
even as New Mexico is not a very en- 
ticing one, 


PRE-EMPTION CANCELLATION, 


One of the Herato's readers writes to 
thank us for the adyice given some days 
ago in our editorial on the cancellation 
of pre-emptions, He states that he had 
neglected to reply to the notice that pay- 
ment was due, and had in his mind given 
up his pre-emption, as he had not the 
requisite money to make the payment. 
After reading the Hxna.v’s article assur- 
ing bona fide settlers that there was no 
necessity for them to lose their pre-emp- 
tions if they would merely take the 
trouble to write to the proper authorities 
explaining their inability to meet the 
pa ment, he at once wrote to Ottawa 
and promptly received a reply that his 
explanation wae quite satisfactory and 
that his pre-emption would not be can- 
celled, Our correspondent remarks :—

Tbe Leader publishes the following 
sketch of the development of the legis- 
lature :— :

W. M. P. Mons, Breland's term vf office 
expired with the old Council, 

Another session at Battieford elapsed 
without any addition to the members’ 
roli, in 1880 no session was held, the

The Afvican Explorers, 

Zanzipan, 3.—Couners from Labora 
bring firect news from Stanley, the ex- 
pedition which were met at the end of 
November, 1887, by Arabs trading between 
Like Victoria, Nyunza aod Nzige and 
Tabora. Those Arabs met Stanley's rear 
guard at a point west of the Albert Yyanza, 
southwest of Sanga, just as the expedition 
wis prepuring to cross the swamps caused 
by the radiation of streams that abound 
in that country. The Arats did not see 
Stanley. The detachment seen consisted 
of thirty men, They stated that Braniey 
two days ahead. ‘The expedition had suf 
fered yreatly ou the march through the 
thick forest, where it was impossible to ad- 
vauee more than a mile and a quarter 
daily. They had also snffered in the 
marshes, where many had disappeared or 
died, Forty were drowned in crossing a 
great river flowing from the east to the 
west. One white min died. Stanley was 
oblived to fight some tribes that refased to 
supply him with provisions, The expedi- 
tion had often halted in expectation ot re- 
ceiving re-inforcements from the Congo,
